Gets  Facelift 

Delta  State  campus  is  being  returned  to  its 
former  beauty  after  the  great  ice  storm  of '94.  Due  to 
the  foresight  of  the  administration  and  help  from  the 
Federal  Emergency  Management  Administration 
(FEMA),  major  renovation  is  underway. 

Streets  on  campus  have  been  repaired  or  re-coated. 
New,  brighter  antique  looking  streets  lights  have  been 
installed,  and  a  campus  wide  landscaping  project  has 
been  undertaken.  Many  of  the  new  trees,  shrubbery 
and  ground  cover  are  flowering.  An  upgraded 
irrigation  system  has  been  installed  and  complete 
renovation  of  the  quadrangle  has  been  started.  The 
giant  oak  trees  lining  the  quad  have  been  significantly 
pruned  and  new  oaks  have  been  planted  between.

In  1973,  Dr.  Aubrey  Lucas  announced  that 
Delta  State  would  reinstate  its  women's  basketball 
program  and  its  coach  would  be 
Margaret  Wade.  Admitting  that, 
at  age  60  and  following  a  bout 
with  cancer,  she  didn't  know  if 
she  would  be  able  to  handle  the 
physical  demands  of  the  job, 
Wade  accepted  the  challenge. 

Six  years,  four  state 
championships,  three  AIAW 
national  championships  and  157 
wins  later,  "Coach"  Wade  retired 
as  coach  of  the  Lady  Statesmen. 

Raised  in  Cleveland,  Wade 
attended  Cleveland  High  and 
Delta  State.  She  was  a  center-forward  on  Delta 
State  women's  basketball  teams  which  won  state 
championships  in  1930  and  1931.  Much  to  her 
dismay,  in  1932  the  college  disbanded  the  team, 
stating  that  the  sport  was  "too  rough  for  young 
ladies." 

Following  graduation,  Wade  taught  and  coached 
at  Cleveland  High  School  for  17  years  before 


returning  to  Delta  State  to  head  up  its  women's 
physical  education  department.  It  would  be  14  years 
later  that  she  would  become  coach 
of  the  Lady  Statesmen. 

Wade's  contributions  to 
women's  basketball  have  been  well- 
documented  and  recognized 
nationally  with  the  naming  of  The 
Wade  Trophy,  awarded  to  the  top 
women's  collegiate  basketball 
player  in  the  nation,  and  induction 
into  the  National  Basketball  Hall  of 
Fame  in  1978. 

Yes,  she  distinguished  herself 
and  women's  basketball  and  helped 
put  her  school  "on  the  map" 
nationally.  She  was  a  woman  I  remember  for  her 
competitive  fire,  but  gentle  manner;  a  woman  who 
commanded  your  attention  without  having  to  ask  for 
it;  and  a  woman  looked  upon  by  her  players  with  love 
and  respect. 

Margaret  Wade  died  February  16, 1995  following 
a  lengthy  illness,  but  the  legend  she  left  behind  will 
live  forever,  and  yes,  she  was  an  able  leader.

1  he  DSU  Foundation  launched  the  largest 
capital  campaign  in  the  University's  history  last  fall 
—  and  the  effort  is  helping  Delta  State  meet 
expanding  educational  and  service  needs  as  it 
prepares  for  the  21st  Century.  In  the  1st  24  weeks, 
the  development  program  had  received  $  1.3 
million  in  total  commitments.  This  level  of 
support  makes  the  development  program  the  most 
successful  in  the  University's  history  and  sets  the 
stage  for  reaching  the  $5  million  campaign  goal. 

The  Foundation  and  the  University  are 
directing  their  greatest  efforts  toward  creating 
endowments  for  program  enhancements  and  in 
areas  that  are  not  supported  by  public  funds.  These 
objectives  include  goals  of  a  $2  million  endowment 
to  enhance  the  University's  science  programs,  a  $2 
million  programming  endowment  to  support  the 
new  Performing  Arts  Center  and  a  $1  million 
faculty  professional  development  fund.  DSU 
alumni  and  friends  may  also  designate  gifts  and 
pledges  to  other  programs  of  special  interest  to 
them. 

The  entire  fund-raising  effort  took  root  in  the 
generosity  of  DSU  alum  Dean  Spradling,  a  1954 
Delta  State  medical  technology  graduate  from 
Clarksdale.  Spradling  personally  committed  a 
$400,000  challenge  grant  in  the  sciences  area  and 
his  leadership  led  Foundation  and  University 
officials  to  develop  a  broader  program  to  reach  all 
DSU  alumni  and  regional  businesses,  corporations 
and  foundations. 

The  "Campaign  for  Delta  State:  Changing  Vision 
Into  Reality"  will  substantially  advance  the 
Foundation  and  the  University.  The  following 
financial  projections  cover  a  five-year  pledge 
period,  allowing  alumni,  corporations,  foundations, 
and  friends  to  make  more  generous  financial 
"investments"  over  a  multi-year  time  frame  to 
expand  endowment  and  other  funds  to  enhance 
quality  instruction  and  outreach  for  Delta  State. 

The  Endowment  for  the  Sciences  .  .$2,000,000 

Delta  State  University  has  one  of  Mississippi's 
outstanding  science  programs,  particularly  in  the 
areas  of  pre-med  and  allied  health.   A  commitment 
has  been  made  to  build  a  strong  endowment  to 


continue  DSU's  commitment  to  excellence  and 
distinction  in  the  sciences. 

DSU  alum  Dean  Spradling  has  already  made  a 
$400,000  challenge  gift  to  establish  The  Endowment 
for  the  Sciences.  Every  dollar  contributed  for  the 
sciences  by  other  alumni,  businesses,  companies  and 
friends  will  be  matched  by  Spradling  on  a  one  to  four 
basis  up  to  a  total  of  $2  million. 

The  endowment  income  will  be  used  for 
instructional  equipment,  student  scholarships  and 
development,  academic  program  development,  and 
special  service/research  projects. 

The  Performing  Arts  Endowment  . .  .$2,000,000 

The  new  $8.5  million  Performing  Arts  Center 
includes  a  1,200-seat  main  auditorium  and  a  separate 
recital  hall.  While  the  state  funded  the  building  of 
the  center,  the  goals  of  expanding  educational, 
cultural  and  entertainment  programming  in  the 
facility  must  be  met  through  endowment  income. 
This  fund  is  being  established  through  the  strong 
support  of  alumni  and  friends  who,  through 
contributions,  are  naming  theater  chairs  and  areas 
of  the  building  in  honor  or  memory  of  a  friend  or 
loved  one. 

Private  funds  will  be  used  for  performing  arts 
series,  cooperative  programming  with  area  schools 
and  arts  organizations,  and  national  and  international 
entertainers  and  speakers. 

Faculty  Professional 

Development  Endowment $1,000,000 

Endowment  income  is  also  needed  to  assist 
outstanding  Delta  State  faculty  members.  Funds  will 
be  used  to  support  professional  development 
programs,  for  start-up  grant  funding  or  "seed 
money"  and  for  service  and  outreach  programs 
throughout  the  Delta. 

Total $5,000,000 

Delta  State  University  receives  less  than  61 
percent  of  its  total  budget  from  the  state  of 
Mississippi  general  revenue  fund.  DSU  is  a  "state- 
assisted"  rather  than  "state-supported"  institution. 
There  are  no  projections  for  new  dollars  from  the 
state.  Because  this  trend  is  likely  to  continue,  the 


public-private  partnership  that  currently  exists  must 
be  strengthened  if  Delta  State  is  going  to  continue 
quality  education  and  student  development  into  the 
21st  Century. 

The  first  step  in  the  program's  implementation 
was  to  receive  financial  support  within  the 
University  family,  including  the  DSU  Foundation 
Board,  the  Alumni  Association  Board,  faculty,  staff 
and  administration.  The  Foundation  and  Alumni 
Association  boards  have  committed  $390,000  in  gifts 
and  pledges.  Administration,  faculty  and  staff 
members  have  made  commitments  totaling  $71,000 
in  gifts  and  pledges. 

It  is  important  for  the  University  "family  to  be 
the  first  supporters  of  the  development  program. 
This  includes  you  and  your  more  than  20,000  fellow 
alumni  who  must  demonstrate  to  business  leaders  as 
well  as  state  and  national  foundations  that  you 
believe  in  your  alma  mater  and  are  supporting  it  with 
both  money  and  time.

1  he  Delta  State  men's  basketball  team  won 
the  Gulf  South  Conference  West  Division  regular 
season  championship,  and  gave  the  Statesmen  a 
berth  in  the  GSC  Tournament  in  Florence,  Ala. 

The  road  to  the  title  was  no  easy  one  for 
ninth-year  head  coach  Steve  Rives,  as  the  club 
started  the  year  with  a  1-3  record.  But  the  club 
turned  things  around  in  late  December,  hitting 
its  stride  with  a  championship  in  the  Missouri 
Southern  Tournament,  Dec.  29-30,  in  Joplin,  MO. 
In  the  MSSC  event,  DSU  junior  Otis  Lawson 
earned  MVP  honors,  while  teammate  Kris 
Hardin,  also  a  junior,  was  named  to  the  all- 
tournament  team.

Delta  State^Valley 
Merger  Proposal 
Apparently  Dead 

A  proposal  to  merge  Delta  State  University  and  Mississippi  Valley 
State  University,  offered  as  part  of  the  Ayers  desegregation  case  remedy, 
appears  to  be  dead. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  State  Institutions  of  Higher  Learning  -- 
which  suggested  the  merger  possibility  —  is  "now  looking  beyond  that," 
according  to  Dr.  Ray  Cleere,  commissioner  of  higher  education.  Instead, 
the  Board  has  appointed  a  three-member  committee  to  study 
alternatives  to  merger. 

Cleere,  in  an  interview  with  The  Bolivar  Commercial,  said  there  is  no 
enthusiasm  on  the  Board  for  pursuing  the  merger  proposal.  Instead,  the 
Committee  will  suggest  alternatives  to  merger  as  a  means  of  increasing 
white  enrollment  at  MVSU.  MVSU  is  99.6%  black  while  DSU  is  72% 
white.  In  his  opinion,  handed  down  March  7,  Judge  Neal  Biggers  said 
the  Board  had  not  shown  that  it  was  practical  or  educationally  sound  to 
merge  the  two  schools.  Judge  Biggers  was  complimentary  in  several 
instances  of  Delta  State's  management  and  operation. 

The  Alumni  Association,  through  Cleveland  attorney  Lindsey  C. 
Meador,  filed  an  amicus  curiae  brief  that  emphasized  the  absence  of  any 
data  to  support  a  conclusion  that  the  mergers  would  contribute  to 
further  desegregation  in  the  Delta.  Dr.  Kent  Wyatt  offered  similar 
testimony  at  the  trial,  and  his  testimony  was  referenced  several  times  in 
the  judge's  decision.  Judge  Biggers  gave  the  state  until  July  1, 1996,  to 
carry  out  his  order.
